The restrain-ng straps and electrodes 
were adjusted expcditiotisly and with- 
out resistance, ai)d tin-electric circuit 
was completed, first time at 
-l:Hri:40. 


Tin' first contact lasted twenty-seven 
hi'comrn, at the end of which time it 
was broken, but the pulsv was still 
found to be beating- strongly, mid be- 
tween one and two niimTtoH later a 
noisy respiration became established 
with considerable regularity.

The Monthly Debt Statement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The monthly 


public debt statement, issued by the 
treasury department yesterday, shows 
a reduction in the aggregate of the 
debt during the last month amounting 
to $8,535,812. There was a reduction of 
829,584,700 in the interest-bearing debt 
and 8833,058 in the non-interest-bearinff 
debt; an increase of $7,515,52» in the 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, and a decrease of $ir>,2bfl,420 
in the surplus cash in the treasu ry,

The 
trembling wretch was carried ashore 
nud as the boat pulled out a volley from 
the Winchesters told the story of his 
fate. 


His slayers then struck out across 


sonntry to intercept Sherriff Derrick, 
who was known to be proceeding to 
Marianua jail with nine fugitive cotton 
pickers. These were met a milo or so 
Inland and the crowd took the nine ne- 
groes from their guards, led them to an 
open space in the woods and shot them 
ilown. The feeling is intensely bitter 
against J. Frank, on whoso plantation 
the trouble occurred.
